Chinese Diplomacy. 



The Chinese of this city seem pressed 
for rooiuvand determined to extend 
their limits at any price. Just why 
this is, now that the rostrictioa act is 
force, and the luiniber of Chinamen 
here should bo growing lesson account 
of departures, no one seema to under- 
stand. A short time since the property 
of Mr. Sherlock, at the southwest cor- 
ner of 'Oat and Second, was leased to 
Chinese. As a natural consequence 
the other part of the block, owned by 
C, B. Bacon, is to he leased by them, 
and it is said that n rental has been 
set on the property across the street, 
owned by J.W. Cook and H. Weinard, 
and also on the lot at the north we>it 
corner of Stark and Second, owned hy 
I. White; and just as soon as the 
Chinamen make up their niinels to pay 
the amounts awked they will get leases 
of all this property. When a man 
sees that the Chinese are surrounding 
him he thinks it is his best [)olicj to 
lease Lis property before it becomes 
utterly worthle.ss to anyone except 
Chineie, who would tiien force him to 
take a much smaller rental. The Chi- 
nese are a shrewd, far-HOeing cla.ss. If 
they can obtain control of Second 
street, and have once made it uuii - 
habitaUe for white men, then they can 
demand leases on their own terms. 
A« an in8t!',nce,it is stated that a build- 
ing in San Francisco was leased to 
Chinamen for five years at §350 per 
month. By the time th.o lease had 
expired the adjoining buildings were 
occupied by Chinese, and the owner 
was forced to renew the lease at $ 1 00 
per month. — Orer/oniun. 

Oii'ls' >Vaf?€s ill London. 

What are the lives of thousands of 
young girls in the East End? Sprung 
from parents a great proportion of 
whom arot immoral women and 
thieves, living in one room with the 
rest of the family under conditions 
which preclude all possibility of decen- 
cy and innocence, they grow up natur- 
ally ' vicious. Once grown up they 
must live and earn their own bread. 
The factories then become their chief 
resource, and, as the supjdy is fjreuter 
than the demand, thousands of girls 
must compote for the Hinall pay and 
hard work. What is tiie work? Rope 
making, perchance, which is ruin to 
the hands,and very rough and arduous. 
At this" they can earn 88.to 9s. a week; 
in the jam and pickle factories the 
•wages are Qs. to lis., but the employ- 
ment is uncertain and |)recarioua.' The 
cigar factories are unliealtby, thi white 
lead factories actually poisonous, and 
they toil hard, whi'o the wages are 
only eleven shillings and twelve shil- 
lingK. Bottle washing and cinder sift- 
ing, laborious and disgusting occupa- 
tions, bring in si.K shillinas to eight 
shilling.s weekly; and those who can 
obtain such chances are forced to think 
themselves lucky. Piecework at home 
is even worse paid, while again this en- 
tails con6nemeut in a close room in 
which several people sleep, eat and 
live. The price of making large can- 
vas sacks is only Ki.xpencn for twenty- 
five, and the hardest worker is unable to 
turn nut more than tiay in a duy. 
Shirts average 5d. to Is. Gd. a dozi'n. 
Tailoring and slop work ia even worse 
paidj men's trouBers,lined and finished, 
with button holes and buttons (needle- 
women will understand what labor 
this implies) fetch 3^il. a pair; com- 
plete suits for little boys, -l^il. each. 
Matchboxes, covered with fancy paper 
and varnished, are paid for at iho rate 
of 2i|d.for twelve dozen. Many of the 
women who do work at home for long 
and dreary hours are deserted wives or 
widows with young children, and even 
at such wretched remuneration compe- 
tition '.is so fierce that orders cannot 
always be obtained. Indeed, seam- 
stresses are of the belter and more re- 
spectable class, for mo.st girls have no 
idea at all of sewing, and resemble un- 
kempt animals and wild creatures 
rather than human beings, and after a 
yearv or two passed in the factory be- 
como pretty nearly useles for domestic 
work.

LONDON 'M'lt;El:iES. 

It has often been remarked that oiio-haU 
of tlio world docs nut know how the other 
half lives. lu London, the world's city, 
it can truthfully bo said that over one 
million of people scarcely know thoawelvts 
how they inunago to exist. With the 
poor of Loiidoii it is a continuous struggle 
for bare aubsiatence. It is estiiiuited that 
at least two hundred thousand of thoni 
awaken every morning without knowing 
when or how they will obtain their next 
meal. Without means, without work, 
without friends to aid, this hungry mass 
of human misery is powerless to escape 
from its painful lot of suffering and starva- 
tion. Great as is the misery of London, 
largo also is its charity, and many are the 
individuals and societies which are do- 
voted to the relief of the London poor. 
One of the most worthy, and certainly the 
most remarkable, is that established by 
Dr. Barnardo for the relief of homcloKS 
children. It is now about twenty ye;uM 
ago since tliat beiievulent gentloiii.ui, 
touched with pity for the forlorn and 
vretched children whom death of paicni i 
or cruel desertion had cast friendless up- 
on tho public .streets, instituted a home 
for tlieiij, depending for its support and 
maintcnanco npon the voluntary assistance 
of the charitably disposed. In a philaii- 
thfopic p.ibliciition, ''Niaht and Day," 
there is an interesting account of tho last 
annual meeting of this society held in 
Exeter Hall and at which Eiirl Cairns 
presided. The hall was crowded by a vast 
audience interested in tho wurk and there 
were no less than sevei) hundred children 
on the raised platform who had been 
rescued from tho streets and who wore 
being fed, clothed, taught and trained in 
Dr. Baruardo's Hume. From the address 
of Earl Cairns we learn that during tliu 
past year 14'22 boys and girls had been 
taken to tiie Uoines and that at that time 
there were actually 1139 in tho Liuinca. 
Besides these tho society ragguil 
schools, Sunday and night schools, ami 
factory giils' cluhs, which have under their 
care 2080 more buys and girls. Speaking 
of the principles of tho suciety Earl Cairiis 
said: "Wo educate the child, wo train it 
up, we teach it an eniploynient, and give 
it an industrial occupation. Wo inculcate 
habits of cleanliness, of order and nf 
regularity, and give it a moral and religi- 
ous training ai-io. When tho boya and 
girls bocome old enough to earn their own 
living situations are found for them in the 
trade or calling in which they have been 
trained and a friendly guardianship is 
continued over them. During the jxtst 
year several hundred brought up in the 
Homes have been sent to Canada and 
other colonies under arrangements which 
secure their safely and protection until 
places have been obtained furthoni." To 
show tho kind uf work done by Dr. Bar- 
nardo Earl UairiiB gave the following eases 
from tho recnids of the past year; 
"Here," said Earl Cairns, "is the case of 
three little boys of eleven, nine and seven 
years old. ■ Tliey were discovered at night 
on tho Epaoin race course, huddled 
together for shelter beneath a barrow and 
fast asleep. When they were roused it 
■was found they had tramped down from 
London the day before and had not since 
had a morsol ot(bread to eat. Tlioy shiver- 
ed with cold and looked indescribably 
wretched. Tliey had never kiiovrn a 
father. Their mother had driven thom 
out daily to beg and to steal, beating 
them cruelly if they were not successful. 
When they were found they were clad in 
rags, they were covered with vermin and 
filth and apparently they were existing as 
street dogs do upon garbage. Close 
enquiry was made into these facts, the 
statement of the children was oontirmed 
and they were admitted into the Homes. 
But I will give you another case. There 
was a little boy who swept a crossing in 
tho very heart (jf the motropolip. IJe was 
small and stunted fur hici ago and had an 
impediment in his speech. fie could not 
do much in the way of begging and he was 
in continual warfare with other lads about 
the crossing from which he was frequently 
hunted. On the whole he managed to 
pick up a baro e.xistencu in the streets, 
sleeping at niglst in the New Gut. A:i to 
roligiou or otiier knowledge he was a 
heathen. Application was made by a lady 
Who interested herself on his behalf, to 
several London inslitntions, all of which 
refused to receive hiin because when 
young ho liad been run over in the 
streets, which resulted in an injury to the 
hip which made him limp. He was at 
once admitted to the Boys' Home, and 
after a while was apprenticed to the 
tailoring department. Now I will give 
you two cases fium among the many girls 
admitted Heie is a little girl uight years 
old. She was brought by her mother, 
dressed in rags, a widow who hu.t four 
other children dependent upi>n her. They 
have no furniture in their wretched room, 
situated in a locality the haunt of crimi- 
nals, except a hta[) of rags in a corner on 
which tho mother and children pleep 
huddled together at ni.^iit. Tlio» mother 
is an induatrions woman, willing and 
anxious to work, but seldom can earn 
enough to give them all fa'crust of bread. 
She is most anxious her daughter should 
bo saved from tho contamination of the 
streets where most of the daytime is spent, 
and from the iniluences of the dreadful 
neighborhood in. which they are forced to 
live in consequonceof their extreme povur- 
ty.Aftercarcful inquiry her application was 
entertained and her little girl was admit- 
ted to our village home. And then here 
are two little girls of ten and eight, 
daughters of a woman of infamous life and 
intemperate habits and who has frequent- 
ly been imprisoned for dishonesty. A 
clergyman when asked about her wrote, 
"I regret to say she is without exception 
the most abandoned character I have over 
met with." Well, these cliildron wore as 
■yet apparently uninjured by their moth- 
er's evil influence and they wore ut once 
snatched from their tiwful peril and ad- 
mitted to out Girls' Tillage Home. The 
newspapers a short time ago contained an 
account of tho cruel treatment a pyor 
child had received from her own mother. 
Under the inlluenco of drink she had 
thrown her own baby sixteen months old 
on the fire. Tho child was taken ofl" the 
fire by a neighbor. She threw it on again. 
Oiloe inpre t^e woman interfered when 



the drunken mother took a kettle of boil- 
ing water and poured it over her child. 
The little child was taken to tho Intirmary 
and its life at ono time was despaired of. 
That little baby ia happily now in our 
Village Home. It goes by the name of 
tho "Fire Baby." 

Lot mo give you, s.iid Dr. Barnardo, 
who afterwards spoke, another instance or 
two. But these aluill bo of boys. Ono is 
tho case of a boy who had never known 
his own parents, who had been at an early 
age in the custody of strolling players, and 
with them had gono all over tho country, 
as ho said, "in his professional career." 
Eventually ho, being then twelve year.s of 
ago, ran away from the person who had 
him in caro, for he found ho was getting, 
aa he said, "all kicks and no ha'pence." 
He thought that was not fair; so he ran 
off and set up on his own account, as be 
says, "in the profession." Ho visited 
fairs, market-towns, and all kinds of 
places. But troubles came. Winter 
brought cold, wet, hunger; and being out 
of doors all night, a serious cold was con- 
tracted. The boy was ill. He wanted 
help. Strange to say, into tho hands of 
this little strolling actor there fell half a 
sheet nf a magazine known tu niimy of ns 
here, which occassionally refers to our 
work, and in a burn where ho had taken 
shcltur ho read that paper. He then said 
to himself, "Thore is a Homo in London 
for poor boys like me; I will start off to 
reach it;" and he did. He walked up to 
London. He did not know where cur 
Home was, but ho know tho name. He 
asked a policeman whore such and such a 
place was, and tho policeman told him. 
He lost his way several times in London, 
but at length ho got to our door. When 
ho arrived, the question for us v/as, could 
we take him in at oncel Well, wo wore 
pretty full. We always are. But hero 
was a fine lad earnestly desiring to get an 
education and a start in life, ;iiid it was a 
delight and pleasure to make an elTurt to 
I'ucuivo such a boy into our Home without 
dolay. I may add he is on tho platfcn-ui 
this evening. During the past year while 
examining some lodging houses,! met an- 
other boy who had lived upon the streets 
for years. Ills appearance in tho rooia 
amid a great luimber of others inipresseii 
me as exhibiting in a peculiar degree un 
emaciated state. He looked pale, wan, 
and wretched. Tne boy seemed to mo ti) 
be very ill; so I spoke a few kind words tc 
him, and Boon drew him apart from the 
others. Aa is usual with such lads, he 
was clad in more rags like those which a 
boy living in the streets, and not very 
successful, attain to. I asked hlin, how 
do you got, onl How have you fared! He 
replied sadly in these words, which I will 
road to you, "Just as j'ou seo, sir; rag.s, 
dirt, starvation. It can't be long befor.; 
I'm a thief." I put to this lad tho ques- 
tion I have n,sked hundreds of uthei' huls 
at different limes: "If a liund wimo 
stretched out to help you, and a home 
open to receive you, would you be glad to 
come in? Would you obey our rules/ 
Would you stay nnti'. you were taught.' 
In short, would you bo what you ought to 
be/" The poor fellow looked up at nn; 
wistfully, and said iii tones I shall never 
for<jet: "Only try me, sir." Wo did try 
hiin. I took him thou and there from the 
temptations and sufferings of his street 
life, and tjiat boy is, thank God, in our 
Homo to-night." 

The expenditure incarrying on this noble 
work amounts to over £10,000 a year, 
which is altogothor provided by the vol 
unr.ary offerings uf thu charitably dis- 
posed. Last year Eurl Cairns and many 
other friends of these homeless children 
gave donations of £100 each; but often 
the funds for carrying on these homes aro 
at a very low ebb, but aid comes in a pr(j- 
vidontial manner. "Ono morning," says 
Dr. Barnardo, "I reached the homo not a 
little depressed and oast down, but not in 
despair; perplexed, indeed, but persuauoc; 
that I was not forsaken, and I learnefi 
that although the donations that day hac 
been very good yet our overdraft at the 
bank exceeded £1,000. In the afternoon 
a friend called and without making an 
inquiry as to my immediate wants hand- 
ed me a paper containing £1,000 in bank- 
notes I thus relieving our deficiency. Ono 
ef the most gratifying things in connec- 
tion with the homo is tho aujiport that it 
receives from small donors and ovideiitli 
very poor people, wlui, knowing what 
want and iniaory i.s, fool keenly for the 
homeless chilclron. A puur pitman sent 
.Lu, a constable earning only £1 a week, 
and who liad several children of his own 
to support, called and left fifteen shil- 
lings; a young woman working thirteen 
hours daily at sewing machine, gave 
twenty-five shillings; a laborer sent two 
shillings and sixpence in stamps, and 
wrote, "I was once inmate of a work- 
house, and I know what poverty is. 1 
therefore send this for the poor dear 
children you are caring for." On ono day 
a public holiday, workingmon called at 
Dr. Barnardo'b Uome, Stepney Cauao- 
way, and left no less than £(i5. These are 
a few out of hundreds of instances of 
generous self sacrifice on the part of hun- 
dreds of poor poople for these children. 
As Earl Cairns remarked when cnninient- 
ing on these ^onorous gifts: "Considering 
the condition of the donors these aro 
noble acta and far grander to contemplate 
than a donation from a rich man of oven 
£500. 

It ma)' bo that some of our readers 
moved by "that touch of nature" which 
"makes the whole world kin" may at 
this glad Christmas time in their hajipy 
tiomes rcmomber those who are liumele.ss 
and unhappy and send some liitle gift t( 
gladden the hearts of these 
Htrays Dr. Barnardo is rescuing from 
rheir wretchedness. As the liev. Canon 
Barker eloquently and touchingly said 
I commend with all my heart these liitle 
ones to your sympathy, to your caro and 
to your prayers. Childhood, tho sweet- 
est thing on earth; a little child tho near- 
est of anything or earth or he'tven 
child at tirst ignorant of evil, ignorant of 
sin, with a heart pure, with faith strong, 
with love tender, with sympathies yearn- 
ing — there is nothing like a little child 
to touch the deeper springs of our human- 
ity; there ia nothing; like a shoeless, rag 
god little child with plaintive eyes, with 
gentle voice, with loving, yearning man- 
ners, to draw from our heart its tondir- 
est sympathy. Who has not wept, who 
has not prayed to Qod: to help tKe thou- 
sands that we have seen in our streets of 
London — pale, badly clad, cold, half-fed 1 
What have they done 1 What has been 
their sin, what their crime that they 
should know none of tho joys of child- 
hood, none of the sweetness of homo, 
none of the meaning of the names 
"father" or "mother"; that their young 
lot should be hard and grinding and 
cruel? — vvhoao oyos seo things their eyes 
should never behold; whose poor little 
lives aro a hard drudgery filled with want 
and sorrow. In Qod's name, in the name 
of our own humanity, in the name of Him 
who took children to His arms and bless- 
ed thorn, I nsk you all to make these 
Homos a greater and si ill more splendid 
Riiccesa until greater and more extended 
measurea are taken, and thore shail be no 
little waifs and strays on our highways; 
no little children suck in sin and in ig- 



norance and misery, bu: all brought up, 
as far as wo are abie, so that they may 
earn an honest livelihood, be good citizens 
and live for (lie glory-, of God and tho 
blessing of their follo'w-men; 



The ]V«w Wqiibr law. 

To TiiK E;>iT')i>, .— Your calm editorial 
of Friday morning upon this subject is a 
very good efl'ort to deal with the dillicnlt 
task you attempt to accomplish. I am 
sure that as you wore writing for tho bene- 
fit of your readers you will allow^ me to 
state wherein some of your views' fail to 
satisfy iny niind. Thought must be in 
hiinnony with itself beforo it can be the 
end of controversy. 

Y(m say that there i< --i too many liquor 
liconses in A''ictoria anu yet that eighteen 
would bo too few for the wants of tho 
people. Now if you mean by"the wants of 
the people" something creating a legiti- 
mate oeniand then thi.s will confer legiti- 
macy iipon the appropriate aieaiis fur sup- 
plying the doniand, and it becomes diOi 
cull to see how you read; tho conclusion 
that there aro too many licensed to min- 
ister to the demand. It is evident, how- 
ever, that you do not sanction the priuoi- 
plo of limitation in tho number of licenses 
issued upon the ground that the buainoss 
luecls |]ruteeti.;n, but that the public 
needs to be defended against its abound- 
ing evils. This begins to bring out the 
rtigniticancp of tlte phrase "the wants of 
the people" to '..u supplied by this con- 
venient liipior ir.illie. This will be furth- 
er developed upon comparing other ex- 
pressions in your article. You say that 
tho flosiro for excileinent whicli beguts 
the appetite for stimulants is ono of the 
"failings" uf human beings. Now as a 
failing it is an evil. But if an evil it must 
be either avoidable or unavoidable. If 
the latter than there can be no blame in 
the desiro for excitement. If the gratifica- 
tion of th-i.1 de.sire by lliu use of ardent 
spirits is a lawful one then we find our- 
selves once again in contlict with your 
statomont that at present there are too 
many licenses given. But you proceed to 
.si\y that the cunsumption of stimulants in 
rcspi uM' to this desiro is properly speak - 
ing uiiiia'.i;:id. If so then here comes to 
light lh() M roiig of this means of gratifica- 
tion. What it is unnatural to do ought 
not to be done. If it be said that though 
wrung it is necessary, I reply that a thing 
cannot at the same time be necessary and 
yet morally wrong. The widest discrim- 
ation ought to be made between an evil 
and a sin or crime. Every sin ia an evil, 
but e\ ery evil is nut a sin. A necessary evil 
is to he regulated and controlled ns 
much as p<issible. A sin, however, can 
iiuver 1)0 neci-ssary and is only tu bo re- 
probated ;uul prohibited. In the light of 
this othic:il distinction tho tempt^ratico 
rolorin;aiun pmceofls tu formulate its 
principles, which, as you know, are secur- 
ing a wider Vortlict every day as they are 
having a wider ciroulatioii and discussiuii. 
Agiiin, you admit the curse of the evils 
of ihe li'.juor tratlic to be so patent that it 
does not need to bo dilated upon, but 
rather a remedy sought. Ynu think it is 
doubtful if prohibition is tho remedy. If 
prcdiibition did prohibit it would certain- 
ly be a remedy. But you say that in some 
places where prohibition exists large 
(jiiantities of li(pior are surreptitiously 
consumed , i'his is precisely what might 
bo ex[)ected from what wo know of the 
morals of the trade in drink. And yet 
this is [lerfeciiy consistent with tho equal- 
ly well attested fact that the quantity of 
liquor thus consumed is small indeed com- 
pared with tlie conaum'iJtion prior to 
the time of the prohibition in those 
places. Till! Rtate of things you meii- 
tiiui furnishes no argument u,jaiiict 
prohibiiion if it is right in itself. 
Do the ton Loinmandments succeed in 
preventing steiiliiig, lying and murder? 
jNo, hut tin y pl.ico them under tho ban 
of cinidrinnaiioii. Who would ask for a 
repeal of tho ton coimnaiidiiielits because 
they fail to pridiibit / .So prohibition 
places the trathc in drink in tho catalogue 
of crimes. Is not much aicomplishod 
when criminality ia stripped of the garb 
of assumed res[)ect;ibilily, and iias to liavo 
recourse to the arts of deceit and of low 
villany toc iiry on Us nefarious work? Bo 
it also n.'inbeiuber.Hl that the granting of 
license to sell, wliilst permissive to tho 
favorfd few who win the privilege of sell- 
ing, it is absohito prohibition tu all the 
n.'st of ilie [icojile. But oven here, as you 
will admit, prohibition is oinineiuly a 
success, save in the ease of a t'ew repro- 
bated sneaks whose bleared vision dooB 
not perniit them to see why any should ho 
debarred from the privilege uf getting 
their living liy dealing in drink wlion atmio 
are favored -.uili permission. Finally, 
you say, "ihe drunkard in tho gutter 
dues nut lie there in vain." It must be a 
sickly solace to tho pour wreicli when, 
after his d(Jbauch, he scrapes the filth 
from his unworthy person and reflects 
that he laid himself down in that gutter 
to ".serve as an awful and degraded e.T- 
Rinplo of hum in imiure brutalized." No, 
sir, this perisbihL; class is not the "natural 
and inevitaliU mhIwiiuiiI of society." It 
is tho product of Ligcncius open to our in- 
spection and placed under contr d of our 
laws, ffeithur cai. I agree with sr>ine who 
seem to think that legislation ought to 
discriminate in favo ' of the peculiar weak- 
nesses and low inorai tone which they 
seem to assume priivails hero an in no 
I other part uf the Dominion. Such a sug- 
! gestion is, to say the least, a very poor 
j c(Miiidiment tu this province. I fully 
j ag/ eu u iili you that tho financial aspect of 
1 this qiK'stion is nothing when weighed 
waifs and ! n.^ainal the woifaro of society; but wliilst 
you uiu wondering at the strange paradux 
of a government legislating against a trfilhc 
frioii v.-liich it derives so mucii revenue, 
mini}' nthars aro looking with greater 
v.'o:oler i'. liow tho amount of that revenue 
anil niucii more with it is going towards 
taking caro the evils flowing from tho 
I traflic itself to say nothing of tho cost of 
production and tlio iinmonso incidental 
losses entailed by it. This aspect of the 
question brought out by experts in the de- 
partment of statistics, sufficiently accounts 
for the paradox to which your refer and 
for the fact that the British Huuse of 
Commons was congraculated in the speech 
from the throne upon a lai^e decrease in 
the revenue from this source.

the country were brought in to work 
on the railway; that they wer6i dis 
charged on tho ap[)ro.ich of vvintor; 
that the misfortune i.s theirs, not tlio 
fault, of bfiiig idle and starving; that 
th.'ir behavior under the circunistaiicus 
would compare very favorably with 
that of the class usually employed on 
niilwnys in Enghiml if placed under 
similar eircuni.stance.s — "hungry and 
nnomployed." It is true the Chinsae 
are lioiUhfii. fio wero wo. It i» true 
they are semicivilized. So were v.t. 
Hut it is well known that western civ- 
il iiziition has borrowed and copied 
largely from China in art and manu- 
facture. Many inventions and itn. 
provements which we claim as our own 
are known to have existed in China 
centuries ago. The stagnation of tbo 
country is duo to her exclusivenessjand 
the non-introduction of new energy, 
Tho outside forces and energy which 
poured into England contributed to its 
greatness, as a similar cause is now 
doing to tiie L' nited States. It ia our 
duty a.s a peoplft who have attained to 
a high state of civilization under tho 
warming and bright rays of Christiani- 
ty to elevate and enlighten the human 
lieiiigH less fortunate than ourselves, 
and not to degrade or cast them ofT. 
Hitherto the (Jhiruunan lia.s filled a 
useful niche in thn inilusirial and ccoii- 
oiuicul [lolity of tho country, and iienccv 
forth ho must be taught to be a law- 
abiding and taxpaying citizen. Wit- 
no.ss their present industry in building 
and extending trade, their employment 
of white liibor and consumption of llio 
productions of '.vhite."!. White persons 
of meniia would not carry on tho trade 
Chinain'on now do, and poor white men 
could not do bo, for many reasoriH, 
anionj^st them poverty and iuo.tpori- 
ence. Wo would much rather have 
Europeans people our shores; but life 
is short, and we cannot afTord to wait 
for them. Propnrty cannot be allowed 
to remain for an uncertain timounpro 
(luctive, when ofFers of fair remuner/i- 
tion are made by a class, who, what- 
ever its fault.s may be, is an example to 
all of industry, frugality and temper- 
ance. I do not advocate Chinese immi- 
gration, nor do I npjiroveof oppression. 
A just middle course of judicious re- 
Htrictioii only can prevail. There are 
two sides to every question.
